PROBLEM OF OLD CARS 
The big autom obile problem now is not so m uch selling new cars 
as getting rid of old ones 
During the years of deepest depression there 
were so few new cars sold th a t the proportion of old ones vastly in ­ 
creased. 
People used the old ones as long as possible. 
Cars have be­ 
come more durable, too. 
It used to be th a t they were usually sold only 
twice. 
Now they pass from owner to owner and m ay be sold half a 
dozen tim es before they are worn out. 
N aturally the accum ulation of antiques clutters the m arket and 
retards the sale of new models. 
Progress and prosperity in the indus­ 
try dem and th a t the old models be elim inated as rapidly as passible. 
Various devices are adopted for this purpose. 
The m ost effective 
strategy is quick disposition of those ready for the junk heap, because th a t 
brings action ail along the line. One of the big m anufacturers is now pay­ 
ing a $20 bonus to dealers for every car sent to the junk heap. 
This is 
added tc th e junk price usually paid for the scrap m etal. 
It would be a wonderful thing for the industry and also for the 
public highways if all the m anufacturers put enough prem ium on scrap­ 
ping the derelicts to get rid of two or three m illion of them . 


ATTORNEY GENERAL’S LOAD 
Reading Attorney G eneral Cum m ings’s annual report recalls w hat 
he recently said about the ram ifications of the work of his departm ent. 
R eferring to the legal problems raised by New Deal legislation and the in ­ 
volvem ent of the governm ent in extended litigation, he observed th a t 
“this has m eant an intricate and far-flung range of work th a t m ight be 
described in term s alm ost as complete as those of our national life it­ 
self.” A glance a t the report confirm s the fact.. 
T he extent to which the departm ent has been engaged before the 
suprem e court alone is shown by the statem ent th a t out of 926 cases 
disposed of by th a t tribunal the last fiscal year, the governm ent figured 
as litigant in 304, or 33 per cent. More significant th an the num ber were 
the huge constitutional issues presented, putting a prodigious load on 
th e departm ent, and the end still is not in sight. 
Altogether the legal 
staff including district attorneys handled 46,765 cases, which it is d e­ 
clared to be th e peak of capacity w ith present personnel. 
Crowded court calendars are m atched by crowded federal prisons 
and reform atories. The report declares “we can no longer be com placent 
in the belief th a t we have provided sufficient housing space” for the 
enforced guests of the governm ent. The num ber of prisoners increased in 
the year by 5,632 to a total of 21.444. 
This is a thousand in excess of 
any previous record. Com m itm ents for liquor violations are substantially 
the sam e as before repeal, Indicating, as noted, a growing severity of 
the courts tow ard violators of the liquor revenue laws as contrasted w ith 
the form er prohibition cases.

Declaring that “the welfare of 
America depends not so much upon 
the youth of today as upon what 
the men and women of today do for 
youth,’’ Dr C. C Green, superinten­ 
dent of schools, speaking Wednes­ 
day to the Kiwanis club at The Cas- 
t It-ton, pointed to the provisions of 
the National Youth Administration, 
as an immediate—even if tempor­ 
ary—way in which youth will 
be 
served. 
“1 believe a permanent adjust­ 
ment of our employment is some­ 
thing wo as a nation cannot ignore,” 
the school head told his audience. 
“There is,” Dr. Green significant­ 
ly 
asserted at another point, “ 110 
sneering nor scoffing at youth in 
times of war. and yet you 
and I 
know there is a great disregard for 
youth in times of peace.” At length I 
he discussed the local NYA pro­ 
gram. 
Appeared For Youths 
Superintendent Green spoke Wed­ 
nesday as a guest of the two retir­ 
ing Junior Kiwanians, who have 
lunched and met with the Kiwan- 
inrs for tb 1 past three months. Two 
new Junio* Kiwanians replace the 
retiring pair every quarter and yes­ 
terday two newly named youths ap­ 
peared to be introduced.

THE EXCUSE for AAA was the 
“welfare Clause” 
111 the Constitu­ 
tion permitting Congress “to pro­ 
vide for the common defense and 
general 
welfare 
of 
the 
United 
States.” 
The Supreme Court's adverse de­ 
rision hangs on that word “GEN­ 
ERAL.” 
The court holds that taxing all 
of the consumers to create better 
prices and a bonus for farmers is 
not promoting the “GENERAL wel­ 
fare,” but only promoting the wel­ 
fare of the farmer class, at the ex­ 
pense of the larger class of con­ 
sumers. 
A few farmers raise wheat, every­ 
body eats bread made of flour. AAA 
taxing flour to raise the price of 
wheat does not promote the “gen­ 
eral” welfare. 


AAA ASSERTS that promoting 
welfare in the great argicultural 
class must necessarily promote the 
“general” welfare, in spite of the 
fact that it takes money in the way 
of process taxation from all and 
hands it- to a minority. 


THE SUPREME COURT was not 
unanimous in its decision, three jus­ 
tices, generally but inaccurately re­ 
ferred to as the “radical” or “left 
wing” of the court. Justices Bran­ 
déis, Cardozo and Stone, vehement­ 
ly protested against 
the 
decision 
that 
temporarily upsets the AAA 
and the administration's plans. 
The three dissenting justices de­ 
clared that; 
“Courts 
are 
not 
the 
only 
agency of government that must 
bo assumed to have the capacity 
to govern.” 
The other six will say that has ' 
nothing to do with a law’s consti- j 
tutionality.

opinion as exists in the court, if it I 
should develop outside the Supreme ! 
Court, might be called by the more j 
conservative extreme radicalism or I 
something stronger. 


THE QUESTION is, who will pro­ 
vide cash promised

since the Supreme Court will not 
sanction the sales tax, disguished 
as a “process” tax? 
Whence will come the hundreds 
of millions that government owes 
to farmers under its AAA promises 
and lias not yet paid?

The court’s decision that legisla­ 
tion for the “general welfare” must 
mean literally the “GENERAL” wel­ 
fare may interfere with many gov­ 
ernment plans. 
If taxation to help farmers does 
not promote the general welfare it 
may be derided that taxation to pay 
cash relief does not promote the 
general welfare since those relieved 
constitute a minority. 
It may in­ 
validate old-age pensions, although 
that seems less probable. 


THE COURT seems to hold that 
if the farmer does not
